HIS LAST JOURNEY. 


Sheridan’s Remains Removed 
from Nonquitt. 


Affecting Scenes at the Little Seaside 
Resort. 


The Funeral Car on Its Way to the 
National Capital. 


Arrangements for the Obsequies—Only a Limited 
Namber of Persons to Be Admitted to 
the Church—The Faneral te 
Be Strictly Military. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Nonquitt, Aug, 8.—|By the Associated 
Press.| arrangements for the removal 
of Gen. Sheridan’s remains to Washingtoh 
were completed this morning. At 11:30 
the undertakers had finished their 
work, with the exception of draping the 
national colors over the casket. The casket 
had been placed on two restersin the cen- 
ter of the room in which the General died. 
The expression of the face is very natural 
ana peaceful. He has been dressed in his 
Generai’s uniform, the coat buttoned 
closely upon the neck, with a little space 
open, showing a white collar and black 
necktie. Hisright arm lies easy across his 
breast and the left arm is placed at his side. 
Upon the casket is placea the General’s 
chapeau, sash, belt and sword. There are 
no flowers on the casket, and no ‘floral dis- 
play will be made, although several tributes 
have been received. From this time on no 
one will be allowed to see the remains ex- 
cept Mrs. Sheridan, members of the family 
and the General's staff. Itis not now expec- 
ted that at Washington any except perhaps 
a limited @umber will be allowed to. view 
the body, it being the especial desire of the 
family to avoid ali display and conduct 
everything quietly. It was arranged that 
the casket should be borne from the Sheri- 
dan cottage to the wharf on the shoulders 
of six men, and be escorted by a detail of 
the Grand Armyand a special guard of 
honor from the Loyal Legion. Following 
the casket will come the funeral cortége. 

The numerous army corps badges which 
it was customary for Sheridan to wear 
when alive were not seen on Sheridan 
dead. Nothing relieved the breast of the 
coat save the bright buttons and gold 
epaulets. 

The hours hung heavily until the Mono- 
hanset, ey a guards of honor from 
New Bedford Grand Army posts and Loyal 
Legion, appeared around.Clark’s Point and 
stood in for Nonquitt wharf. 
p.m. when the boat was made fast. When 
the Grand pay | men reached the house 
they were. met 7 Col. Kellogg and the un- 
dertakers, and Rand went inside to 
see that was in readiness, The 
Grand Army men then brought from the 
whart a bier, on which the casket was 
borne. A little wait then occurred. A sad | 
sight was the little faces of Sheridan’s 
children as they peeped out of one of the 
upper windows, and watched the Grand 
Army men come and go. 

THE DEPARTURZ FROM NONQUITY. 

Presently the bier was lifted to the shoul- 
ders of the soldiers, and the solemn pro- 
cession passed down over the lawn to the 
boat. The coflin was followed by Col. M. 
V. Sheridan, supporting Mrs. Gen. Sheri- 
dan upor his arm. Little Phil walked b 
his mother’s side. Next followed Mrs. Col. 
Sheridan, with little Mary. Sister Urbane 
followed next, leading Irene, one of the 
girls, while Sister Justinia followed, lead- 
ing little Louise, the other twin. Then 
came the governess and women servants 
and Cols. Kellogg and Blount, Dr. Mat- 
thews and Clerk Roerbeck in turn. Down 
the long wharf, through two lines of mem- 
bers of the Loy al Legion in open order, 
passed the procession. ‘The bedy was next 

taken aboard, followed by members of the 
Loyal Legion, the Grand Army men 
bearing the casket. The national colors 
were draped about the. coffin, and 
the sword, belt and chapeau were on top. 
The bier was placed on the floor of the after 
cabin, where a Grand Army man helda 
draped banner of the Loyal Legion. If the 
procession had been sad, the parting was 
sadder. Col. and Miss Kellogg, with the 
children and servants, were in a little group 
on the wharf together. Hardly an eye 
which saw the spectacie was dry. 
Phil’s lips quivered, and he broke out cr 
ing, but the rest bore up nobly. The whee s 
of the Monohanset turned, and the remains 
of the great hero left Nonquitt forever. 

Mrs. Col. Sheridan remains at Nonquitt 
with the Shefidan children. Clerk Roer- 
beck has been detailed to remain at the cot- 
tage to look out for the interests of the part 
of the household left behind. Col. and Mrs, 
Kellogg, who were intending to go to Wash- 
ington, were detained by the sickness of 
little Julia Ketlogg. The passage to New 
Bedford was uneventful. 

THE JOURNEY.

FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Gen. Schofield 
and three of his staff arrived here tonight 
for the purpose of perfecting arrangements 
for Gen. Sheridan’s funeral. He will issue 
tickets of admigsion to St. Matthew’s 
Church to the President and Cabinet, the 
heads of departments, members of the 
House and Senate and individuals. The 
chureh will seat about 1000 people, and the 
invitatious will have to be restricted to that 
number. ‘The military guard of honor will 
consist of a detachment from the regular 
army and a detail from the Loyal Legion, 
The funeral procession from the chureh to 
the grave will be strictly a military one, 
No place will be made in the line for mem- 
bers of the G.A.R., Loyal Legion, or any 
other organization. ‘This course has been 
adopted at the request of Mrs, Sheridan. 

Speaker Carlisie has appointed the fol- 
lowing-named persoas as representatives of 
the Liouse upon the joint Congressional 
committee to attend Gen. Sheridan’s fu- 
neral: Hooker of Mississippi, Cutcheon of 
Michigan, Wheeler of Alabama, Anderson 
of Illinois, Cox of New York, Grosyenor of 
Ohio and MeShave of Nebraska.

INDIANA REPUBLICANS, 


The State Convention Meets—Plat- 
form and Nominations. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Republican State Con- 
vention was called to order at 10 this 
morning. It is the largest in the history of 
the State. The are 1100 delegates, and the 
hall, with a seating capacity of 4000, is 
packed with spectators. The interior is 
decorated with bunting and portraits of 
Harrison, Morton, Garfield, Lincoln, Grant 
and others. 

Hon. W. H. Calkins of Indianapolis was 
chosen per manent chairman. 

A committee was appointed to call on 
Gen. Harrison and invite him to attend the 
convention. 

The report of the Committee on Organ- 
ization was unanimously adopted, and the 
Chairman presented ex-Congressman 
Calkins to the convention. 

In his address, Mr. Calkins touched upon 
the civil service law, declaring that Cleve- 
land used the civil service question like the 
platform toacar. He used it togetin, but 
when he got in he saw the sign, “Don’t 
stand on the platform,” and he didn’t, 
[V ociferous cheers.| Referring tothe nom- 
inees of the Chicago Convention the speaker 
paid a glowing tribute to Morton, and then 
declared: “I need not refer to that other 
grand name,’ whereupon the convention 
burst forth in enthusiastic applause, cheer- 
ing and waving hats. 

A resolution was offered heartily congrat« 
ulating Blaine on his safe return home, but, 
objection being made to a suspeusion of the 
rules, the resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions. A resolution 
was alsogoffered paying a high tribute to 
Gen. Sheridan, which was adopted by @ 
rising vote. 

THE PLATFORM. 

The platform was then read. It declares 
with grateful pride that the Republicans of 
indiana indorse and ratify the action of 
the National Convention, aflirming alle- 
giance to the principles and policy of the 
Republican party. It then says: 

“We pledge to the nominee for President 
and Vice-President a united and successful 
support. The electoral votes of [Indiana 
will be given for Harrison and Morton. In 
commending Benjamin Harrison to the 
people of the United States, we repeat tho 
words in which the State presented him as 
a candidate for nomination: ‘A Republican 
without equivoeation, always in the fore- 
front of every contest devoted to the princi- 
ples of the party with which he has been 
identified since its organization, prominent 
and zealous in all its campaigns, wise and 
trusted in its councils, serving with honor 
and able distinction in the military and 
civil service of the Government, of great 
abilities, along and distinguished public 
life, of high character and unblemished 
reputation.’ ”’ 

‘hen follows a severe arraignment of the 
Democratic party in Indiana, charging con- 
spiracy and forgery of returns, gerryman- 
dering, fraud in the election of United 
States Senator, corruption in conduct of 
pubric institutions, ete. 


The platform contains a long labor plank 
demanding laws against’ imported servile 
| labor, against the employment of children 
| in factories and mines, asking for labor 
safecuerds in hazardous occupations, and 
tor arbitration between capital and labor. 
Upon the liquor question it declares for 
local option, favors liberal pensions to ex: 
Union soldiers and sailors, declares that 
railways and other public corporations 
should be put under legislative control. 

The plattorm was unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Cumback read the following resolu- 
se which was adopted amidst vociferous 
cheers 

“The Republicans of Indiana, assembled 
in convention, bid hearty welcome to Hon. 
James G. Biaine. The enthusiastic honors 
now being paid him by the people ot the 
United States are qeonecty awarded to a 
public servant who has always ana under 
all circumstances been conspicuou*ly an 
American. Blaine’s services to the Repub- 
lican party have been manifold and able, 
but his services to the United States, as a 
representative American, have been even 
more notable and praiseworthy. Whether 
at home or abroad, his voice and influence 
have been powerful for the advocacy and 
furtherance of those principles and that 
policy which has made Us. the most prosper- 
ous Nation in the world.” 


GEN. HARRISON’S SPEECH. 


At this juncture the committee appeared, 
escorting Gen. Harrison. The convention 
as if by magic roce and began a demonstra- 
tion that waa hardly paralleled at Chicago, 
After the enthusiasm had subsided Gen, 
Harrison spoke in substance as follows: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 
Convention: This enthusiasm and kindly 
reception crowns a long series of friendly 
acts on the part of my Kepublican friends 
in Indiana. To be worthy cf your confi- 
dence is my highest ambition. I can see 
before me such an assemblage as is char- 
acteristic of America. What you shall do 
today will influence the prosperity and 
weitare of the State. Such a meeting is a 
notable histerical event. We have, today, 
transpiring in this country, two other 
events that are attracting wide interest. 
At the chief seaport of our country, that 
great American, James G. Blaine, returns 
to his home, We shall not be disappointed, 
I hope, in hearing his powerful voice in 
Indiana, before the campaign is old. An- 
other scere attracts our solemn and teartul 
interest. While you are transacting 
your business here ay, a draped 
train is bearing to the place of his 
een at Washington, the mortal part 

of Philip H. Sheridan. From the conven- 
aon at Chicago we sent him our greetings 
and earnest prayers for his restoration. To- 
day we mourn our hero dead. He was one 
of the earnest fighters for his country who 
did not at the end of his first day’s fight 
contemplate rest and recuperation for his 
command, tle rested and refreshed his 
command with the wine of victory, and 
found recuperation in the dispersion of the 
enemy. This gallant son of Ireland and 
America has written a chapter in the art of 
war that will not fail to instruct and to de- 
velop, when exigencies may come again 
others who shall repeat, in the defense o 
our flag, his glorious achievements.” 

THE NOMINATIONS, 

The regular order of business was then 
resumed, and the names of Col. Robertson 
and ex-Goy. A. G. Porter were placed in 
nomination for Governor. 

Recess was then taken. . 

On reassembling the names of Mr. Cum- 
badk, Congressman George W. Steele, Rev. 
Ira J. Chase and Gen. Alvin P. Hoy ey were 
put in nomination, 


Porter, withdrew his name, 


Gen. Hovey was nominated on first 
ballot. 
Other nominations were as follows: For 


Lieutenant-Governor, Lra J. Chase of Dan- 
ville; for Judges of the Supreme Court, 
Silas T. Cotfee, John G. Berkshire, Walter 
Olds; Secretary of State, Charles F. Griffin; 
Auditor of State, Bruce Carry; Treasurer, 
Julius Demiecke; Superintendent of Publie 
Instruction, Harvey M. la Follette; Attor- 
ney-General, Lewis T, Mitchener; Reporter 
of the Supreme Court, John Griffiths.

GREAT SPORT AT THE RACE- 
TRACK YESTERDAY. | 


The Fastest Time Ever Made on the 
Pacific Coast—An Old Horseman 
Knocked Down and Another One

Day. 


Early yesterday morning, when a TIMES 
reporter arrived at Agricultural Park, every- 
body was going in a rush, getting ready for 
the parade of the stock entered for pre- 
miums.

The 
opening of the new Surf line to San Diego 
next Sunday is the biggest thing that has 
ever happened for the valley. In the past 
tourists have been compelled to remain in 
the valley over night to see anything of the 
country, on &ccount of the running of the 
Southern Pacific trains, but after next Sun- 
day people wili be «ble to go down in the 
mor ing and spend the whole day in the 
valley, and then be back in Los Angeles for 


supper. 
NEW ORDERS. 

The following orders have been issued 
from the Southern Pacific office in this city: 
“OFFICE OF ASSISTANT DIVISION SUPER- 

TEN DENT, 
“Los ANGELES, Aug, 2, 1888. 

“To Conductors, Engineers, Agents, 
Operators and other Employes: The man- 
ner in which freight and passeoger trains 
are being bandled on that portion of the 
road uader my jurisdiction is not satis- 
factory. There is too much time los: at 
stations, and itseems to bea very difficult 
matter to change the trainmen and others 
from the routine and careless way of doing 
business they have fallen into. Trains are 
altogether too slow in getting over the 
division; there are many neediess delays, 
and I shall endeavor to find out the cause 
of these delays in order to apply the proper 
remedy. 

*Conductors and engineers arriving at 
stations seem to think they have all the 
time eatnennty and do not seem to care 
whether they leave a station a few minutes 
late or not; consequently, if they lose a 
little more time from various causes, the 
arrive at their terminal stations very muc 
behind time. 

“If there. are any engineers, conductors or 
brakemen who cannot live up to our re- 
quirements, and who do not take an inter- 
est in pry their trains over the road on 
time, 1 shall take immediate steps to get 
rid of them. 1 cannot afford to retain such 
men in the service of the company. Our 
general superintendent* Mr. Fillmore, in 
speaking of this matter, says that the use- 
less delay to trains ou our road has reachea 
a ‘state of demoralization,’ and it will not 
be countenanced any longer. I intend to 
apply the proper remedy on my division 
evenif I find it necessary to discharge 
every man on the road, 

“It stands you all in hand to see that not 
one second is wasted at stations uselessly, 
and that everything necessary is done 
secure the prompt movement of trains over 
the divisions. | 

“Agents and operators along the road 
are not acting promptly in the matter of 
getting train orders, and in the handling of 

aggage, express and other business, con- 
nected with the movement of passenger 
trains. 

“Agents and operators must do all in 
their power to expedite the departure of 
trains from their stations, and in reporting 
trains to this oflice they must give the exact 
time that a tratn arrives at and leaves their 
station, and if a train dves not leave on 
time after on time the agent will 
send meafuil telegraphic report, giving 
me the cause of the delay in detail. No ex- 
cyse will be taken from an agent, or eper- 
ator who does not make a full report and 
send it to me at the same time he does the 
conductor’s report of delay. 

“Conductors will continue to send a re- 

rt of delays according to instructious in 

orce at present, 

“Hereafter the forward brakemen on pas- 
senger trains, arriving at stations, must be 


in the smoker or head sleeper, as the case | 


may be, nexttothe baggage car, and as 
soon as a train arrives at a station he will 
at once get off\ the train and assist the 
agent in the handling of baggage, mail and 
express matter, and it will be the agent’s 
duty to report to me any failure on the part 
of the brakeman to follow these instruc- 


ons. \ 
“If I find that engineers, through ig- 


their services will be dispensed with. o 
man will be allowed to stand in the way of 
passenger trains making their time over the 
divisions, 

“Hereafter both freight and passenger 
conductors will report to my office verbally 
at 10 o’clock a.m. each day, when they are 
in Los Angeles, and give me a compiete 
history of their trip over the road, stating 
everything that oecurred at each station, if 
any delays the cause thereof, if engines did 
not steam. if the train was overloaded, if 
the engineers, agents or operators were 
slow in getting their orders, if engineers 
did not handle their train properly between 
stations, as to the working of the automatic 
air brake on their train, and ali other infor- 
mation that the conductor should bave, and 
should report. If Lam absent from my of- 
fice this information will be given to my 
clerk, who will hand it to me when I return. 
These reporis will be sent to our general 
superintendent daily. 

“If there are any delays on the part of 
agents or brakemen in doing their work at 
stations, or any insubordination, careless- 
ness or negiect on the part of any 
train or other employé, this must 
be reported by the conductor. 
must have eomplete intormation ol 
everything that ts gving on, both on 
trains and at stations. 

“It is very necessary for the interests ef 
the company and for the comfort and safety 
of our patrons that we have a much more 
strict discipline among trainmen, which is 
now, and for some time past has been, 
loose, There is even an absence of courtesy 
to passengers in many cases, and passenger 
brakemen are negligent and careless and un- 
clean often, and their answers to passengers 
who ask them questions are coarse, gruif 
and unsatisfactory. 

“Hereafter, passenger trainman not 
in a neat and tidy condition will be taken 
off of his run and not allowed to return to 
it. Conductors will watch closely the ac- 
tions of their brakemen and try to reform 
their manners, and if that cannot be done 
men will be putin their places who wiil 
conduct themselves in a proper manner. 

“Mr. Filluiore complains that there are 
cars which remain idie many times much 
longer at stations than they should. It is 
only when cars are loaded and moving 
that any profit gccrues to a railroad com- 


pany. 

“Agents must see that all cars at their 
stations are loaded and unloaded promptly, 
and ifany conductor neglects to take cars 
when requested to do so, this office must be 
advised. 

“Hereafter, agents will report to me daily 
by telegraph (when they send in their yard 
reports), any and all cars that have been at 
their station over 24 hours, giving their 
numbers and initials and the cause of their 
being held. 

“At stations where we have no agents, 
the conductor of trains designated by the 
chief dispatcher must get the numbers and 
initials ot all cars standing tbere, and tele- 
graph the information to me from the first 
telegraph station. 

“Agents will see that cars with material 
for the construction department, track de- 
partment, or building and bridge depart- 
ment are unloaded promptly, so that they 
can be put into service where needed. If 
these cars are not unloaded promptly b 
the persons who should do so, agents will 
this office. 
- “We have tecently increased our tele- 
graphic facilities, and shall increase them 
still further, and empleyés will be expected 
to use the wires much more freely than 
heretofore, giving all the information pos- 
sible in regard to matters along the divi- 
sion. 

‘*The very essence of modern railroading is 
extensive and prompt use of the telegraph, 
which makes the officers, as it was, present 
over every portion of the road, and your 
superior officers know everything that is 
going on, and the company’s interests are

A Democrat’s Strong Defense of Protec- 
tion. 


The San Francisco Examiner is a 
Democratic journal which does not 
lack enterprise. It has forged ahead 
quite rapidly of late—so much so, in- 
deed, that it has arrogated to itself the 


proud title of “Monarch of the 
Dailies.” The Examiner also boasts | 
of its independence, a boast which 
would not seem to be very well 
founded, to judge from the case to 
which we are about to refer. an 

‘The Examiner has been publishing a 
series of articles on bags, jute mills, 
etc., from a point of view which is 
possibly independent, but more appar- 
ently Democratic, and certainly free 
trade. ‘To these articles, in which the 
character and reputation of a Califor- 
nia manufacturing industry was 
sought to be blackened—always, pre- 
sumably, ffom an independent stand- 
point—in the interest of Democratic 
free trade, L. P. Drexler, a prominent 
capitalist, wrote a reply and sent it to 
the Examiner. It was. however, prob- 
ably a little too independeut for that 
journal and was not published, where- 
upon Mr. Drexler sent it to the Bulle- 
tin, in which paper it appeared on the 
Ist inst. 

Mr. Drexler has always been a Demo- 
crat. He came from Missouri to 
Nevada in 1854, was in the Nevada 
Legislature, and voted for Senator 
Fair, removing to San Francisco about 
eight years ago. He owns a large

Then England put the

80 per ton. Would it not have been better 
to have had a higher protective tariff on 
railroid iron, which would have prevented 
England from selling it at $40 per ton and 
kept our furnaces running, and prevented 
us having to pay a higher price than $50 
per ton ? . 

Local competition in manufacturing, 
says Mr. Drexler, is the farmers’ only 
protection ‘for low prices of grain 
bags, and the removal of the duty 
would not only destroy such competi- 
tion, but the home industry itself. 

In answer to another article in the 
Examiner on ‘Free Wool and the 
Pioneer Woolen Mills,’’ Mr. Drexler 
shows that free wool will not givé 
sufficient relief to the manufacturers 
to cover the difference in European 
and Ame rican wages, which enter into 
the cost of manufacture. ‘The present 
tariff on woolen goods is too low to 
protect the manufacturer. They have 
all been losing money since the reduc- 
tion ‘of the tariff in 1883. At that 
time the duty was lowered sufficiently 
te import foreign-made woolen goods 
cheaper than they could be made in 
America. The result has been that 
the importation of woolen goods has 
increased to such an extent that 
American goods are being crowded 
out of our home -market, and 
the woolen mills, not being able 
to compete in price, and hav- 
ing alarge foreign surplus to contend 
with inthe sale of their goods, have 
been Shutting down, or running on re- 
duced time, and one of two things 
must occur to prevent American 
woolen mills from all being closed down; 
either the duty must be raised, or the 
price of labor must fall to the same 
price “that is paid in England, Scot- 
land, Germany and France in order to 
compete with these countries in cost 
of manufacturing. But, even if free 
wool should help the manufacturer 
temporarily, would it be wise to taxe 
the duty off? If the wool-raiser has 
no protection, he cannot compete with 
Australia and other foreign countries, 
In a short 
time he would find wool-raising un- 
profitable and quit the business. Then 
the world’s supply of wool would be 
lessened, in proportien to the decrease 
in the number of sheep, which, in a 
few years, would be very small in 
America, and, the consumption remain- 
ing the same, the price would again 
rise, perhaps higher than it now is, 
which would make goods dearer to the 
consumer without benefiting the manu- 
facturer, and our wool industry, which 
produces $70,000,000 annually, would 
be destroyed. 

Mr. Drexler coneludes his letter with 
the following striking and pregnant re- 
marks: 

Are not these good reasons for protecting 
the wool-raisers of America by keeping the 
duty on wool, and raising the duty on for- 
eign woolen goods? I think so, and will 
vote with the protective party, which has 
said im its Chicago platform that it will do 
so. You also assert that 1 am a protection- 
ist because I am interested in manufactures 
and wish to advance that particular inter- 
est, as much as to say thatif 1 was nota 
manufacturer I would not vote for protec- 
tion. If this is your opinion, you aré mis- 
taken. If Ldid not havea dol invested 
in manufactures I would still vote for pro- 
tecting manufactures, as well as eyery 
American product that needs protection. 
My interests in manufactures are very 
small comy to wy mining, vine- 
yard and land interests. My inter- 
est in farms is identic with 
the farmers. My interest in mines is the 
same as that of the miners. My interest is 
the same as the vineyardist. What is good 
for them in the way of protection is good 
for me—and in order to protect all my in- 
terests 1 am in favor of high tariff, sufficient 
to protect our manufactures and everything 
grown, raised or produced in the United 
States that needs protection to the extent 
that fair wages can be paid to all working 
classes, sufficient for them to provide good 
homes, educate their children, with time 
enough from daily toil for recreation and 
thought. ‘The safety of our Government 
and our own personal security depend upon 
the intelligence of our citizens, With a 
low tariti not sufficient to protect our great 
manufacturing interests, our factories 
must close, or wages be lowered to 
an extent to cumpete with foreign goods 
which meaus one-half the present price paid 
for labor. Which shall we have? Well- 

id labor, personal security, happy homes, 

ntelligent children, weil-cchadel, or the 
poorly-paid labor which requires the father 
to take his children from school and put 
them to work, to grow up in ignorance, to 
confine him to his daily toil with barely 
enough money to provide the urgent neces- 
sities of life; no time or money for recrea- 
tion, and by such a life dwarf his mind and 
harden his heart, until his better nature re- 
bels, and vicious thoughts arise. It is cer- 
tainly not a pleasant picture to look at, and 
I hope there are none so foolish as to try 
the experiment. Had we not better con- 
tinue the high-tariff system, which has been 
the means of getting good homes, good 
clothes, good food, good education, time for 
reacreation and money to lay by for old

The Senate Passes Another Anti-Chi- 
nese Bill, 


Designed to Keep John in the Flowery 
Kingdom for All Time, 


A Heavy Storm Gives the National Capital a Vig-

Wasnineton (D.C.), Aug. 8.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Senate.--in the Senate, 
Mr. Stewart moved that the regular busi- 
ness (bills on the calendar) be laid aside 
and the Chinese Prohibition Bill taken up.

THE CHINKSK BILL. 


Provisions of the Measure Passed by 
the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.}] The Chinese Prohibition Bill, 
which was passed by the Senate today, 
provides that from and after the date of ex- 
change of ratifications of the pending 
treaty between the United States and 
China, signed on the 12th of March, 1888, it 
shall be unlawful for any Chinese person, 
whether a subjectof China or any other 
power, to enter the United States except as 
in this bil! provided. Chinese officials, 
teachers, students, merchants and travelers 
for pleasure or curiosity, shall be permitted 
to enter the United States, but in order to 
entitle themselves to do so, they shall first 
obtain permission of the Chinese Govern- 
mentor other government of which they 
may beat the time citizens or subjects. 
Such permission, and also their personal 
identity, shallin such cases be evidenced 
by a certificate to be made out bya diplo- 
matic representative of the United States 
in that country, or of a consular repre- 
sentative of the United States in that 
country, or of a consular representa- 
tive ofthe United States at the port or 
place from which the person named therein 
cemes. The certificate shall contain a full 
description of such person, of his age, 
height and general physical features; shall 
state his former and present occupation or 
profession or place of residence, and shall 
be made outin duplicate. One copy shall 
be delivered by the diplomatic or consular 
officer to the captain of the vessel on which 
the person named in the certificate sets sail 
for the United States, together with sealed 
certificates, which shall be addressed to the 
Collector of Customs at the port where the 
person is to land, There shall be delivered 
to the captain a letter from the Consular 
Officer addressed to the Collector of Cus- 
toms, and stating that such Consular Officer 
has on a certain day delivered such captain 
a certificate of the right of the person 
named therein to enter the United States 
as a Chinese official, or other exempted 
person, as the case may be, and any captain 
who lands or attempts to land a Chinese 
person in the United States, without hav- 
ing in his possession such certificate, shall 
be liable to certain penaities, 

The provisions of the act are to apply to 
all persons of the Chiuese race,whether sub- 
jects of China or any other foreign power,ex- 
cepting Chinese diplomats or consular offi- 
cers and their attendants, and the words 
“Chinese labolers,” whenever used in this 
act, shall be construed to mean both skilled 
and unskilled laborers and Chinese em- 
ployed in mining. The master of any ves- 
sel arriving inthe United States from a for- 
eign port or place with any Chinese passen- 
gers on board, shall, when he delivers his 
manifest of cargo, and if there be no cargo, 
when he makes legal entry of his vessel, 
and before landing or permitting to land 
any Chinese person, “unless a diplomatic or 
consular officer or attendant of such ofticer,”’ 
deliver tothe Collector of Customs of the 
district in which the vessel shall have ar- 
rived the sealed certificates and letters as 
aforesaid, and a separate list of all Chinese 
peceoee taken on board his vessel at any

Such list shall show the names 
of such persons and other particulars as 
shown by their certificates and other evi- 
dences required by. this act, and such list 
shall be sworn to by the master in the man- 
ner required by law in relation to manifest 
of cargo.

IMMIGRATION EVILS. 


How Cheap Foreign Labor Crowds 
Out American Girls. 

New York, Aug. 8.—[By the Associated 
Press.| The first witness before the Immi- 
gration Investigating Committee today was 
B young Woman named Berg, tor the 
past six years working fer Herman Berg, 
lannel shirt-maker, on East Forty-first 
street. When she went there 200 girls were 
employed working on foot machines. About 
@ year ago steam was put in, and 40 or 50 
Russian Poles were employed, taking the 
places of a majority of the girls. Previous 
to the employment of foreigners the girls 
made from $6 to $3 per week; now they can 
only make $5 a week. She has known 
married men to take the places of girls and 
work for $4a week. She heard the propri- 
etor ask one of the foreigners employed 
there if he could not get him more of his 
countrymen. He told him he could, bat 
would have to send to Europe for them. 
The employer told bim to send and get all 
he could. There had been a continual re- 
duction in wages since the foreigners’ ad- 
vent to the factory. She left there this 
week on accountof a reduction in the scale 
of wages. She declared that a shirt made 
for 60 cents in 1884 is now made for 40 
cents, and one that was then mace for $ is 

made for $2. She said that many of these 
Russians and Poles work here and save 
money and then go home and spend it, and 
return again to make more. She knew ofa 
man who saved $2500 here and went home, 
where he invested in business and lost it. 
He repeated the experiment, and is now 
at work here for the third time, and work- 
ing for $4 a week in place of a girl who has 
been discharged. 

Mrs. Helen Aukner then took the stand. 
She isemployed in making rubber goods. 
About a year ago she did sume work at 
making white goods for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the rate of wages paid and the 
condition of those engaged in it. She 
found that an expert could not earn $5 a 
week. The average was about %, while 10 


ears they could make $10 per week. 
Bre ascribed this solely to thie giving out of 


work to contractors. These contractors, 
she said, are Russian and Polish Jews, who 
take the work hom3. fhe work is not so 
well done by these contractors as it was 
formerly by the girls, but the manufactur- 
ers save larger sums in rent and other ways. 
Witness never found a person who worked 
fora contractor who made #4 per week. 
She had carefully investigated the habits of 
these foreign laborers, and gave it as her 
opinion that they are not only filthy and 
immoral in their mode of life, but their ex- 
ample is calculated to contaminate our

PERSONAL- RIGHTS. 


The New Anti-Prohibition 
and Ita Objects. 
CHicaao, Aug. 8.—[By the Associated 
Press.| The Executive Council of the re- 
cently incorporated Personal Rights League 
effected an organization by the election of 
officers today. W. H. Dyrenfurth was 
elected president. In accepting the presi- 
dency he delivered an address, setting forth 
the objects of the league. He declared that 
the organizers and members of the league, 
while strongly in favor of temperance, are 
opposed to prohibition as being imprac- 
ticable and degrading and aimed at per- 
sonal rights, Being opposed to prohibition, 
they are naturally opposed to having the 
intolerant advocates of that — ob- 
tain such control or influence in politics as 
may give them an opportunity to introduce 
laws in restraint of the exercise of personal 
rights. The manufacture of alcohol as a 
beverage should be strictly under the con- 
trol of the authorities and stringent meas- 
ures should adopted to prevent its 
adulteration. Among other aims of the 
league are the prevention of corruption af 
the press and litics, purifying the ad- 
ministration of public finances and _ re- 
pression of trusts and like monopolies, The 
league organization has extended to several 
of the larger cities throughout the Kast and 
the membership is constantly growing.

STARVING INDIANS. 


Great Suffering and Mortality in 
Northern British America. 

Sr. Paut, Aug. 8.—[By the Associated 
Press.}] The Pioneer Press learns from 
Edgerton that James Hysloop and E. Nagle, 
who wintered on the Atyabasca River, 
about 20 miles south of Chippepewaw, ar- 
rived at the landing July 13th. Lord Lons- 
dale was at Chippepewaw. June 22d, going 
north. The winter was very severe at Lake 
Atyabasca, and the Indians were frequently 
unable to hurt, and as rabbits were re- 
markably scarce, they sufféred greatly from 
hunger. Nineteen out of one camp of 23 
Indians died ot starvation at a point about 
four days’ travel northeast of Chippepe- 
waw. The Hudscn Bay Company sent out 
provisions to the camp and brought in the 
survivors. About .9 Indians starved to 
death in the district.

THE RED FLAG. 


Paris Communists Unfurl the 
Hated Emblem, 


And Cause a Bloody Riot at the Fu- 
neral of Their Leader. 


The Parnell Inquiry Bill Passes the 
House of Commons. 


Bismarck Predicts a Long Peace for Europe—An 
American Cycler Astonishes the Britishers 
—Salisbury in Defense of the Tory 
Policy — Foreign Notes. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

PARIs, Aug. 8.—[By Cable and Associ- 
ated Press.| The funeral of Gen. Endes, 
the ex-Communist, who;dropped dead while 
addressing the strikers on Sunday, took 
place today. Fifty thousand persons gath- 
ered in the streets adjacent to the house. 
Thousands lined the route to the cemetery, 
along which cavalry was stationed. Other 
troops held the barracks for an emergency. 
Traffic in the streets through which the 
cortége passed was suspended, and the 
stores closed. Fifteen thousand persons 
marched in front of the hearse bearing the 
remains. They wore bouquets of red im- 
mortelles. Basly, member of the Chamber 
of Deputies, was present. Me and Roche- 
fort were greeted with cheers and shouts of 
“Vive la Revolution!’ and “Vive la Com- 
mune!” 

Tne pall-bearers were members of the 
Commune of 1871, Louise Michel marched 
after the hearse. A brigade of police 
headed the procession. Large bodies of 
workmen and strikers followed quietly. 
The waiters and hairdressers in line were 
noisier, and demanded red flags, which 
were carried covered, not unfurled. 

Crowds along the route shouted “Vive la 
Commune!’ as the bier —_e When the 
procession reached the ulevard Voltaire, 
three red flags were unfurled. A commis- 
sary of police attempted to seize one, when 
some one in the crowd fireda revolver at 
him, but the bullet went wide of the mark. 
— commissary was beaten with 
sticks. 

Rochefort was set upon by Anarchists, 
who handied him quite severely. He* was 
powerless before the menacing attitude of 
the mob. Gens d’armes made a charge in 
front of the Prince Eugene Barracks, and 
striking in pda | direction with the butt- 
ends of their muskets, succeeded in releas- 
ing the police, who had been surrounded by 
the mob, and captured the red flags. When 
the procession arrived at the mairie of the 
Eleventh Arrondissement, a revolver was 
fired and a bomb was thrown close to the 
police station, but the bomb did not ex- 
plode. <A reserve force of police left the 
station and charged upon the crowd with 
drawn swords, wounding and taking into 
custody mm) persons. The procession 
continued on its way to the cemetery, but 
grew sinaller as it progres , 

A number of orations were delivered at 
the grave, amid cries of “Vive la Com. 
mune!’ “Vive la Revolution!” At the 
conclusion of the orations the gathering

OTHER FOREIGN NEWS. 


The Parnell Inquiry Bill Passed in 
the Commons. 

Lonpon, Aug. 8.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| The bill for a commission 
to examine into the charges made by the 
‘kimes against Parnell and other members 
of Parliament, passed its third reading in 
the Commons this afternoon. 

The Lord Mayer gave a banquet at the 
Mansion House this evening in honor of 
the cabinet ministers. After the banquet 
a number of speeches were made. The 
Lord Mayor, in offering a toast to the 
health of Lord Salisbury, said that the 
Governinent did right in defending the 
unity of the Empire. The Prime Minister, 
in replying, said that the Local Govern- 
ment Bill had solved the difficult problem 
of how to govern London without doing in- 
jury to the valuable privileges of the coun- 
try. The bill decreased the debt and in- 
creased the national credit. Regarding 


Ireland, Salisbury said that the great curse 


of that country was poverty. The Govern- 
ment was not able to diminish poverty or to 
enrich men, but it could enable men with- 
out interference to enrich themselves. He 
claimed that the Irish Government had 
been successful in lessening the tyranny 
exercised by associations over the Irish 
people, and that it had increased the sanc- 
tity of contracts. If the Government of 
Ireland were administered for a few years 
with the same judgment and firmness as 
now, liberty and prosperity would be re- 
sto in the country. 
STEAMER SUNK. 

Lonpon, Aug. 8.—A dense fog prevails 
in the English Channel. The steamer City 
of Hamburg, bound for London, laden with 
cattle, went ashere near Start Point last 
evening. Fifteen persons landed at Sal- 
combe.

A “Gag” on Boston and a Puff for the 
Klongated teach—Iits Superiority 
to Uther Seaside Shops—Around 
the Corner—Gossip and Glow. 


Lone Bracn, Aug. 4. -- [Corre- 
spondence of Tux Troes.] There is 
a story going the rounds ‘which causes 
considerable amusement, and we are 
enjoying a quiet laugh at the expense 
of Boston. It seems that a Bostonian 
lost his wife, and, wishing to know her 
opinion of the other world, he sought 
communication with a brilliant me- 
dium.

The throng of happy, barefooted 
children playing in the clean, white 
sand interests all lovers of child na- 
ture. The miniature forts and houses 
and gardens which abo nd all along 
the beach testify to the work of the 
small, busy fingers and ingenious little 
brains. I saw, the other day, four lit- 
tle ones, with their dog, enjoying an 
imaginary ride in a coupé, which they 
had deftly fashioned in the sand, at- 
tached to a pair of wonderful sand- 
horses, with seaweed manes and tails 
and bits of kelp for eyes and nostrils. 
The driver of this Cindegella chariot 
controlled his fiery steeds with lines of 
rope extending from their heads, and 
wielded a huge kelp-whip, while his 
companions reclined upon the sand- 
upholstered seats, and their happy 
shouts resounded far up the beach—a 
fit accompaniment for the roar of the 
waves. 

One of the many delightful drives 
hereabouts is that to Alamitos Bay. 
When the tide is out the entire distance 
can be made on the beach, the white 
sea foam just flecking the horses’ flying 
boofs as we bow! along over the hard, 
wet sand. Just before we reach the 
bay we drive through the Devil’s Gate, 
which is formed by a narrow pass be- 
tween the shoreand a huge rock, which 
rises from the water to a considerable 
height. When the tide is in this gate- 
way is inaccessible. Thereis not much 
in the way of improvements at Alami- 
tos Bay yet, but Mother Nature has 
been wonderfully generous with her 
gifts. The bay—which the eye of the 
speculative prophet sees widened and 
deepened into a port of entry within a 
short time—is a deep, broad river. The 
steam yacht Bertie lies at the wharf in 
readiness to take parties of 20 or more 
on a pleasure trip five miles up the bay.
